the capture of the first line in the 
region between Hardecourt and Ovil- 
iers.

Indications now are that the state 
department will make no formal an- 
nouncement cornerning the submarine, 
but that the treasury department will 
be advised to permit her to clear and 
sail from Baltimore wheverer her cap- 
tain desires to start on his return voy- 
age.

board's report just before he went to 
the white house to attend the cabinet 
meeting. 
He intimated that <i formal 
ruling by the department Avould be nec- 
essary only in case the submarine had 
been found to he a war ship, liable to 
be ordered from American waters. 


The neutrality board gave its advice 
after considering the reports of navy 
and customs officers, who made a com- 
plete examination of the Deutschland 
and concluded that it not only was un- 
armed, but could not be converted for 
war purposes witliout extensive struc- 
tural changes.

Has Had Active Career in 
the Law and Has Dab- 
bled in Politics. 


Washington, July 14.--J. H. Clarke, 
United States district judge at CHeve- 
land, 0., was nominated by President 
Wilson today as an associate Justice of 
the supreme court, to succeed former 
Justice Hughes, the republican nominee 
for the presidency. 


Judge Clarke is a bachelor at 69, tall 
and straight with white hair and pink 
cheeks. 
For thirty-one years he has 
been part owner of the Yovingstown, 0 
Vindicator, in which he writes editorials 
for amusement. 
In 1914 President Wil- 
son made him federal judge to succeed 
William R. Day. 


While attorney for the Nickel Plate 
railroad 
he 
campaigned 
for 
United 
States senator on a two-cent fare plat- 
form. "I'm a lawyer for a corporation, 
but not a corporation lawyer," he said. 
But he was beaten. 


Some Striking Phases. 


Friends of Judge Clarke say he is a 
man of exceptional 
strength 
and 
of 
much activity, and they say some events 
in his career entitle him to be classed as 
mildly radical. 
Among them are these: 


First—As federal district judge he or- 
dered the car shops of the Wheeling & 
Lake Erie railroad at Brewster, O., re- 
opened when the road's receiver closed 
them to cut expenses. 
This saved 
town's wage-earners their Jobs. 


Second—He advocated teaching aliens 
American 
citizenship, 
and 
sought 
to 
make an impressive ceremony of a for- 
eigner's induction into the privileges and 
duties of a citizen of the United States. 


Third—In a "preparedness" address in 
Cleveland he declared preparedness must 
start with the workingman. 
"If we ex- 
pect labor to fight our nation's battles 
we must give labor a nation worth fight- 
ing for," said Clarke.

It was plain there would be 
no partisan opposition and an indication 
that the senate is in sympathy with rn- 
creasea written in by the naval com- 
mittee was seen in the unopposed adop- 
tion of an amendment increa-sing the 
navy's enlisted strength to 68,700 men. 
The present strength is 54,000.

ers are confident the eight capital ships 
plan for 1917 and the three year con- 
struction policy will be approved.

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New York, July 14.—Shark hunting or 
fishing suddenly has become a popular 
sport along the New Jersey coast in 
the waters of New York bay and along 
the oceanside of Long Island as a re- 
sult of the recent raids by mati-eating 
monsters from southern waters which 
have killed four persons. 


Reports of the sighting or kilHng of 
sharks out along the shore reach the 
city almost hourly and some rtshermen 
are bringing in the big fish they have 
killed to prove their stories. Only a few 
of these, however, are described as man- 
killers. 


A passenger on a steamer is authority 
for the statement 
that he saw 
two 
sharks in the Hudson river near Tarry- 
town. 
One shark was killed near Fair- 
field, Conn. 
Thousands of persons who 
have been driven to the beaches by the 
hot wave fear to enter the waters in 
the vicinity of New York since sharks 
killed a man and a boy In Matteawan 
creek, N. J., on Wednesday. 


Have Shark Peimed Up. 
Shark hunters at 
Matteawan 
creek 
believe they have this shark penned up 
in the creek behind a series of wire nets 
which have been strung across the creek 
at intervals from its mouth to the scene 
of the tragedy, sixteen miles from tha 
entrance.

of the creek again today. 


Some of them said they had seen 
five of the 
big fish near the point 
where W. Stanley Fisher and Lester :

NCREASE IN NOMBER 


Washington, 
July 
14.—There were 
more strikes and lockout in the United 
States in the six months ending June 1, 
than in the entire year of 1915, figures 
compiled by the bureau of labor sta- 
tistics showed today. 
Between Decem- 
ber 1 and June 1, 1,432 labor disputes 
were reported, while during 1915 the 
number was 1,405. 
' 


In May alone 398 strikes were start- 
ed. 
building and metal trades showed 
the greatest strike activity, with min- 
ing next, followed by longshoremen and 
freight handlers and clothing industries. 
Machinists started- 44 sf^fikes. 
Penn- 
sylvania and New York had the great- 
est number of labor disputes, Ohio rank- 
ing third. New Jersey fourth and Mas- 
sachusetts fifth.

One man was killed and much dam- 
age was done in the electrical 
storm 
that visited northern Indiana Thursday 
afternoon. 
John Keister, 23 years old, 
son of Mr, and Mrs. George Keister, who 
reside three Tiiiles north of the Whit- 
ley county line in Washington township, 
Noble county, was struck by lightning 
and instantly killed. 


Keister, with Therlo Reed, was hast- 
ening from a hay field on the George 
Keister farm when the lightning bolt 
struck him. 
Reed Avas stunned. 
The 
large barn belonging to William Wolfe, 
one mile north of Ormas in Noble coun- 
ty, was struck by lightning and burned 
to the ground, causing a los.s estimated 
at $3,000 on the barn and $1,400 on 
the contents. 
The home of Charles Will, 
in Kendallville, was struck by lightning, 
doing considerable damage. 
The barn 
of L. W. Brady, on the Isaac farm, a 
few miles east of Auburn, was-struck by 
lightning and burned to the ground. Mr. 
Brady had just filled the barn with new 
hay and most of the farm implements 
were on the outside, as was all the stock.

Inquiry will be made in each 
case, it is understood, as to the occu- 
pations of the parents of these'children, 
the occupations obtained by the children, 
the changes they make from one place 
to another, and the ages and grades of 
the pupils.

Poland is still unsettled is reported by

ernments are engaged in its solution in 
joint and friendly effort, but the nego- 
tiations ar? still continuing.

14.—"If 
America's national guard sees foreign 
service in its patrol duty along 
the 
northern Sonora border the 
boys 
in 
khaki will be in a Mexican state where 
fact and fable are fascinatingly inter- 
woven in the accounts of its vast min- 
eral wealth," says today's war geography 
bulletin issued from Washington by the 
National Geographic society. 


"Even the name Sonora is said by 
some historians to be derived from a 
peculiarly musical and 'sonorous' qual- 
ity possessed by certain marbles quar- 
ried in the state. 


"Within a decade after Cortez landed 
on Mexican soil and conquered the fol- 
lowers of Montezuma the Spaniards had 
launched expeditions by sea and started 
exploration parties over the mountains 
to find that region which two centuries 
before, according to tradition, had sup- 
plied the Aztecs with great stores of 
gold and silver when they passed through 
the land in their tribal migration to the 
vale of Anahuac. 
By 1530 Almindez 
Chirines had proceeded up the coast as 
far as the mouth of the Yaqui river, and 
he was 
followed by 
de Vaca, 
who 
brought back a report that gold and sil- 
ver could be plucked from the ground 
in unbelievable quantities. 
One of de 
Vaca's followers was Sebestian, a mu- 
latto, who had remarkable gifts of imag- 
ination. 
Among the places 
he 
'saw' 
were the Seven Cities of Cibola, ruled by 
King Tatarax, whose wonderful, bejew- 
eled robes dazzled the eye as he wor- 
shiped each morning in his magnificent 
palace before a golden cross. 
Mermaids 
also figured in Sebastian's narrative as 
alluring marvels of the Sonora coast. 


"Among the 
Sonora 
mines 
about 
which romance and reality are closely 
mingled is that of Senor Almada 
of 
Quintera. 
The owner is said to have 
celebrated the marriage of his favorite 
daughter by paneling the bridal cham- 
ber with plates of silver, and paving the 
road from his home to the church with 
bars of the precious metal. 


"The 
legend 
concerning 
the 
Dona 
Maria mine is that its owner, the widow 
of a Spaniard, de Rodriques, labored for 
years saving nuggets of gold until she 
had a treasure which required a caravan 
of 40 mules to convey the four tons of 
precious metal to Mexico City. 
It was 
a long and arduous journey, and the 
widow was constantly in fear of being 
robbed. 
When she finally reached the 
capital she would not rest content until 
the fortune had been placed in the safe 
keeping of the Spanish viceroy, 
A few 
days later the widow herself disappeared 
and the vast store of gold was appro- 
priated by the government treasury and 
that treasury's custodian. 


"An equally pathetic story is told of 
the Planchas de Plata (Silver Plates) 
mine, which, according to 
Jesuit 
ac- 
counts, was discovered by a Yaqui In- 
dian dxu-ing the first half of the eigh- 
teenth century. 
From a deep canyon 
the Jesuits are said to have taken great 
globules of silver ore, weighing from 20 
to 50 pounds. 
One mammoth nugget 
of pure silver, weighing a quarter of a 
ton, was discovered and proved the un- 
doing of both the priests and the In- 
dians. 
This treasure rock 
was 
with 
great difficulty loaded between two pack 
mules and taken to the capital where it 
was seized for the crown. 
After years 
of litigation the authorities decided that 
not only this nugget but all other ore 
from the canyon belonged to the state. 
Whereupon Jesuits and Indians conspired 
successfully to 'lose' the mine. 


"Just 39 miles south of the Arizona 
line and midway between 
tlie 
border 
towns of Nogales and Naco, is Cananea, 
the center of one of the richest copper 
regions in the world, while to the south 
is Magdalena station, east of which is 
the Santo Domingo canyon 
with 
its 
placer gold deposits which are said to 
have furnished the cargo for many of 
Spain's treasure galleons. 


"In addition to copper, gold and sil- 
ver, the mines of Sonora produce lead, 
coal, antimonj', mercury, iron, zinc, salt 
and tellurium. 
The graphite deposits of 
the state are said to be the finest in the

The 
bonding companies are not operating on sentiment, but upon a cold- 
blooded business basis. If the premium is high, it is solely and simply 
because the expert actuaries of the bondini? companies have ascer- 
tained by computation on the basis of expericlice that the risk is 
great. 
This risk is one not created by the public, and it is unfair to 
ask the public to assume it. 
The careful jitney driver will want to 
be as absolutely fair with the public as he desires the public to be fair 
with him.

The other sort of jitney drivers—the ones 
wJio are chiefly responsible for whatever bonding rates are exacted— 
can have no legitimate complaint against the public when it insists on 
protecting itself. 
As we have before remarked, Fort Wayne wants 
none of the jitney regulation that doesn't actually regulate, and none 
of the protection that doesn't actually protect.

THE BUSINESS OF THE GOVERN- 
MENT. 


Spurred by the achievement of the Deutschland, a group of 
American capitalists in the east are now said to be planning the con- 
struction of a fleet of undersea merchantmen to fly the American flag, 
and Simon Lake, inventor of the submarine, is reported to be actively 
interested in the venture. 
It is doubtful, however, if there is ever 
eerious fruition of these plans. The exploit of the Deutschland, won- 
derful as it was, obtained its chief notoriety from the fact that it was 
successfully accomplished in time of war and against the cunning of 
its enemies on the sea. The building of a fleet of submarines, under- 
taken at this time, could scarcely be completed and put in service 
before the close of the war, because that struggle is going to end 
isbmetime. 
Under normal conditions the subsea transportation 
of 
merchandise would have no advantages whatever over the surface 
liners, and would be under much heavier proportionate cost of opera- 
tion, at slower speed and with much less carrying 
capacity. 
The 
lAmerican subsea merchantman fleet idea has all the distinguishing 
elements of a pipe dream.

tablishments. 


Every now and then a new head of a 
department or bureau undertakes to im- 
prove and simplify the system of pro- 
cedure in his branch of the government, 
but usually gives it up in despair, find- 
ing that the system Interlocks 
with 
those of all other branches and that one 
cannot bo changed without entangling 
the tape all along its length. 
Presi- 
dent Talf talked of a reorganization of 
the departments to conform with mod- 
em ideas, but it is not related that he 
ever made any headway. 


The late Senator Aldrich once asserted 
thiit he could run the departments at 
ail annual saving of $300,000,000, which, 
if hs iestimate was correct, seems to 
indicate that the government needs a 
business 
manager. 
All 
governments 
have the red 
tape 
disease, however. 
Much complaint is made of the way it 
hampers army business in France 
at 
the present time. 
Somehow or other, 
however, our government business gets 
itself done and no one charges that it 
is not honestly transacted. 
It is only 
that Its methods are out of date.

as the Japanese who have entered the 
United States have entered that coun- 
try in conformation with the Ameri- 
can laws. The few Japanese who have 
come to Lower California 
aw 
here 
after having resided In other parts of 
Mexico. 


There never has been a time when 
there was the remotest possibility of 
the Japanese government gaining a 
foothold in Lower California. 
All re- 
ports to the contrary are absolutely 
false. 


As for being any Japanese In our 
army, either as offlcers or soldiers, 
that, too. Is a misstatement of fact. 
We do not permit foreigners of any 
kind In our military. 


Unfortunately, I cannot at this time 
make any statement regarding the re- 
lations between my own government 
and that of the United States. 
How- 
ever. I will say that so long as there 
is peace between the two countries, 
fhe utmost courtesy will be extended 
to all Americans within the northern 
district of Lower California by the 
Mexican military officials. 
They are 
our guests and 
therefore 
must 
be 
treated with the kindest consideration 
and hospitality. 


Should the unfortunate contingency 
arise whereby friendly relations be- 
tween the United States and Mexico 
should be broken off, I can assure 
every American within the borders 
of this district ample time to remove 
his property, and safe conduct to his 
own country.

The oank is always 
fflad to oblige you, and it may save you 
from overdrawing your account. 


Remember, that every penny you draw

MM HOUSES AS 
G OUARIERS 


May Be Utilized for Women 
Workers in London 
Industries. 


London, June 30.— (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press).—School roogis or 
moving picture 
palace-s may be taken 
over by the government 
as 
temporary 
liwng quarters for women and girls em- 
ployed either in the munition factories 
or in the ordinary 
business of London 
and other larye cities. 
It will be one 
way of solving 
one 
of .the 
questions 
forced into prominence 
by 
the 
war, 
namely, the housing of thousands 
of 
women workers. 
To this end women of 
the upper and middle class whose 
age 
prevents them from 
entering munition 
factories or taking service on the farm, 
are urged to assist the government in 
improvising a comprehensive scheme. 


Scarcity of labor has stopped building 
and the small cottages in or near the big 
centers of population are in unusual de- 
mand. 
The sudden increase in the num- 
ber of munition workers 
has 
involved 
great migrations of labor. 


If there is a scarcity, amounting al- 
most to a famine, of small houses, in a 
good many cases, 
though nqt in 
large houses can be obtained. 
The f ^ i 
of living has led upper and middle-class 
families to migrate from the large house 
to the small one or a flat. Many large 
houses are empty but the women have 
yet to get together on a plan to occupy 
them economically or in keeping 
with 
their incomes. 
An appeal was recently 
made to landlords to allow the tempor- 
ary occupation of such dwellings, to be 
conducted as hotels or shared out among 
women. 


At a few women's hotels these- women 
obtain comfort and excellent meals at 
an exceedingly modest price. 
Such a re- 
sult is possible only by combination and 
co-Qperatiqn, because alone in a rooming 
house women could not live so cheaply. 
Where there is an absence of houses the 
government is considering using moving 
picture houses or school rooms.

Five Cases Against Erring 
Fathers Develop in 
Single Week. 


Five 
cases charging husbands with 
neglecting their children have been filed 
with the police department this week. 
That is a new record for five days in 
Fort Wayne. 
At this time there are 
fifty cases in which child 
neglect 
is 
charged on file with the department. 


"These child neglect cases 
are 
my 
greatest worry," Police Chief Lenz said 
fViday. 
"We are swamped with them 
and there is little we can do. In most 
cases the fathers have left the country 
and cannot be found. 


"I can give no reason for these cases. 
I cannot see why a man will not provide 
for his children. 
I can see why a man 
might run away from his wife after a 
general row. 
I can 
understand .that 
easj'' enough. 
But a man should have 
respect enough to feed his babies. 
I 
have no mercy for a man who will leave 
his little ones go hungry. 


"The law does not help us out much. 
It provides for a state farm or peniten- 
tiary sentence. 
Neither touch the vital 
spot in the case. 
What if the father ia 
sent away for a long term. 
His chil- 
dren get nothing and keep right on going 
hungry. 
Their mother has to take in 
Washings and they are huddled together 
in one room in many cases. When they 
get older they have no chance and later 
go to the reformatory. 


"My plan would be to give the father 
a sentence of three years for the first 
offense. 
He deserves to be locked up 
for that long. 
But I would arrange it 
so he could work and his family get $1 
a day while he is there. 
When cases 
are disposed of in court and settled it 
generally results in the family being 
granted $10 a month. 
That 
ta 
no* 
enough to feed and clothe children. 
If 
the father will not keep his children I 
would lock him up and have the family 
kept while he labored. 


"There is never a good 
excuse for 
child neglect. I have heard all kinds or 
attempts made. 
There Is no excuse. 
A 
man may be sick and weak, but that, is 
no argument for letting his children go 
hungry. 
If he is a real man he will 
go down into the shadow of the grave 
to get his babies something to eat when 
they crj^ for bread. 'I hope we have a 
neAv law some dav."

Mr. Dye is charged also, according 
to State Chairman Edwin M. Lee, with 
having been active behind the scenes 
In the "committee of nine," the pur- 
pose of which, Lee says, is "to murder 
the progressive party In Indiana." 


Notice to Mr. Dye of the commit- 
tee's decision, .which was reached last 
Monday, was withheld until last even- 
ing, when Chairman^ Lee addressed a 
letter to the ousted'national commit- 
teeman. 


The 
committee 
decided, 
Mr. 
Lee 
says, to give Mr. Dye "twenty-four 
hours of grace" within which to disa- 
vow or withdraw from yie "committee 
of nine's" activities. 
The resolution 
vacating tlve national committeeman's 
p^lace did not become effective until 
Tuesday evening. 
Chairman Lee de- 
layed giving publicity to the resolu- 
tion beyond the committee's time limit 
because he hoped, he, said, to Inform 
Dye personally of the committee's de- 
cision.

Dye will take, but some of his friends 
suggested that he would fight the res- 
olution to unseat him, 
Clarence R. 
Martin, who is mentioned by Chair- 
man Lee as one of the active workers 
in the "committee of nine," said there 
was a possibility that the progressive 
national committee would not recog- 
nize the action of the Indiana cpm- 
mlttee. 


The Letter to Dye. 


Lee's letter to Mr. Dye Is as follows: 
"The progressive state committee, at 
its meeting last Monday, unanimously 
passed the following resolution: 


"Inasmuch as the action of the pro- 
gressive national committeeman from 
Indiana, at the meeting of the pro- 
gressive national committee in Chicago, 
on June 26th last, by whiqh he indorsed 
the republican nominee for president 
instead of filling the vacancy on the

The committee knew that you had been 
actively co-operating with Mr. Martin 
in this imderhanded scheme of misrep- 
resentation, and felt that if you would 
consent to do as you promised the state 
committee on June 28 that you would 
do, namely, co-operate with them in 
every manner possible and carry out 
faithfully every part of any suggestion 
they might make, that this resolution 
would not become effective. 
They feel 
that in entering into, and becoming a 
party to this conspiracy of Martin's, 
you have 
violated 
that 
pledge, and 
therefore they have, as before stated, 
unanimously passed a resolution declar- 
ing your position vacant. 


"I tried to get you Tuesday evening 
and last evening, wanting to advise you 
personally of this action before giving 
publicity to this resolution.

ernor is reputed to have declared liim- 
self neutral with respect to the iv.'o re- 
pubii's and also as M-ishing for j.imexa- 
tion to the United States, th-j bulletin 
says: 


"Lower California, 
once 
a land of 
fable, romance and thrilling adventure, 
is one of the most sparsely settled le- 
f^ions of the Mexican republic. 
It lias 
an area corresponding in si/e to that of 
the Atlantic coast peninsula of l-luri«!a, 
but with nearly 700 mile-? more coast 
line, owing to its extrem-j length of 7(iO 
n ilea. 
Florida has more tlian fourteen 
times as many people, 


"Varj-in^ in widrh from 30 to 750 
miles, Lower California is a rn|»g<'d. 
bcrren strip of land with a mountain- 
ous backbone largely of volcanic origin. 
For nearly two hundred years after it^ 
discovery 
by 
the 
Spaniards 
it wnM 
thought to be an island. 


"The southern portion of tl.e penin- 
sula has some rain, but the northern 
section 
is 
dry 
and arid, 
producing 
cereals, tobacco, /grapes, cassava and su 
gar cane only after being thoroujjhly ir- 
rigated. 
The 
mineral, resources 
are 
valuable and varied. 
Oold, silver, lead, 
copper, salt, gypsum, turquoises, opals 
and garnets are profitably mined. 
The 
silver mines of La Paz were worked by 
the Jesuits as early as 1700, three years 
after the famous padre. Salvatierra, es- 
tablished the first permanent Spanish 
settlement in the land. 


"Lower California owes its early ex- 
ploration at the hands of Cortez's lieu- 
tenants to the fact that the region was 
supposed to be the home of a wonderful 
race of sirens and amazons, whose ma- 
jestic cities were paved with gold.

Trial Among American Ma- 
rines in China Proves 
Successful. 


Peking, China, June 12.—(Correspond- 
«Qce of The Associated Press).—Scarlet 
fever broke out among the two hundred 
American marines stationed in Peking as 
a guard at the American legation. In an 
effort to prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease, Colonel Neville, commandant of the 
guard, ordered the men to move out of 
the barracks and placed them under can- 
vas, with only two men in each tent. The 


tents were pitched 
on 
the 
recreation 
ground adjoining the legation compound 
and outside the compound wall, where all 
Chinese could see them plainly. 


Immediately a rumor - was circulated 
that the American legation had brought 
extra troops from the Philippines to J)ro- 
tect foreigners against 
possible rioting 
which might result from the unsettled 
political 
conditions and the financial 
stringency brought about by the mora- 
torium. 
This rumor grew, and added to 
it was a report that the Japanese were 
also to bring in thousands of troops from 
Tsingtau and Japan for the protection 
of foreigners. 


These reports became so insistent that 
the Chinese government issued a formal 
denial, explaining the reason 
for 
the 
tented colony outside the American le- 
gation. 


Only five of the 
American 
marines 
have the scarlet fever. These are quar- 
antined in a gun-shed on the city wall 
adjoining the legation.

Washington, D. C., July 
13.—How 
peculiarly blest are the American people 
not only in that they have been spared 
the horrors of the great war now devas- 
tating most of Europe, but in the won- 
derful resources and unparalleled beau- 
ties of the country itself, is strikingly 
set forth in a communication to the Na- 
tion Georgraphic society from its direc- 
tor and editor, Gilbert H. Grosvenor. 
A 
part of the communication, issued as a 
bulletin today from tlie society's Wash- 
ington headquarters, says: 


"Rarely has there been afforded a 
more impressive illustration of the state- 
ment that it pays to advertise than is 
to be found in tlie story of the endless 
stream of tourists hastening to Europe 
during the several decades before the 
great war. 


"The appeal of the art treasures and 
associations of the old world which is 
the original home of all Americans, is 
really not sufficient explanation of the 
fact that until last year 100 American 
tourists were crossing the Atlantic to 
one American toiu-ist who crossed the 
United States. 
The delightful litera- 
ture which the European travel bureaus 
and steamship companies placed at our 
disposal so whetted our appetite for a 
view of the lakes of Ireland and Scot- 
land, of the castles on the Rhine and 
Danube, of the scenes made famous by 
Shakespeare, Dickens, Victor Hugo and 
Goethe that we turned our backs upon 
scenery more beautiful, wild flower gar- 
dens and 
forests incomparably finer, 
mountains more superb, and lakes more 
radiant tha nany to be seen in the lands 
across the Atlantic. 


"It is true that one finds a more an- 
cient culture in Europe. 
It is also true 
that he finds more splendid architecture. 
And likewise it is true that he finds 
there better art; for before America was 
born into the family of nations Europe 
had castles and cathedrals and master- 
pieces of art and sculpture. 


"But in that architecture which is 
voiced in the glorious temples of the 
sequoia grove and in the castles of the 
Grand Canyon, in that art which is mir- 
rored in American lakes, which is paint- 
ed in gyser basins and frescoed upon the 
sidewalls of the mightiest canyons, there 
is a majesty and an appeal that the mere 
handiwisrk of men, splendid though it 
may be, can never rival. 


"Nor is our coimtry lacking in hal- 
lowed and historic spots. 
Is Waterloo, 
where Napoleon's star of empire set for- 
ever, any more sacred to the American 
heart than Appomattox, where a new 
nation was born out of the throes of in- 
ternecine strife? 
Are 
Austerlitz 
and 
Wagram, with their high tides of the 
Frencli empire, of soil more sacred or 
atmosphere more hallowed than Valley 
i'orge and Gettysburg, Plymouth Rock, 
Independence Hall and Mt. Vernon? Does 
London or Paris or Berlin contain more 
inspiration to us as a people than Wash- 
ington, the nation's capital? 


"We have Avandered far to find the 
picturesque and the magnificent, and yet 
it is not entirely provincial philosophy 
which says that New York is in many 
ways the most wohderful, the most 
striking, and the most interesting of all 
cities of the earth; neither is it only 
the voice of the man who has never seen 
other shores that 
pronounces 
Yellow- 
stone park the most marvelous picture- 
book of Nature's library, nor yet is jt 
the narrow pride of the spread-eagle ora- 
tor alone that awards to the Grand Can- 
yon and the Y'osemite and the Big Trees 
first place among the wonder scenes of 
the earth. 


"Luray Cave, in Virginia, and Mam- 
moth Cave, in Kentucky, surpass in orig- 
inality and grandeur any caves in Eu- 
rope, while Niagara Falls has no rival in 
Europe or in Asia, and our American 
forests are the glory of the world. 


"Man goes to Asia and to Africa to 
study forgotten civilizations, when the 
redskins upon our own western plains 
and in our own cliff dwellings reveal 
stories of the past as strange as any 
we know, and constitute a race more 
magnificent in physique that any that 
can be found in other parts of the world. 


"Our country is the treasure house of 
nature's 
scenic jewels, 
containing 
so 
many and such an infinite variety of 
marvels that thousands of our match- 
less treasures cannot even be mentioned 
in this brief article, hot springs as sa- 
lubrious as any across the ocean; broad, 
hard, white beaches like the automobile 
course at Ormond, superior to any in 
Europe; 
coast 
scenes 
like those 
at 
Mount Desert, ^larblehead, Mount Ta- 
malpais, Santa Barbara, San Diego; an 
inland waterway which parellels the At- 
lantic coast and is almost 
continuous 
from Massachusetts to Florida, with 
possibilities for aquatic enjoyment un- 
equaled except in our own 
wondrous 
Puget Sound; canals picturesque as any 
in Holland, such as the mountain gorges 
and blue-grass pastures of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio canal from Washington 
to Cumberland, or the historic Mohawk 
valley of the Erie canal—a desert with 
colors as heavenly as those of the Sahara 
and, though devoid of picturesque camels 
and Arabs, adorned with the most extra- 
ordinary cacti and desert vegetation on 
earth, and studded with marvelous works 
of £he human hand like Salt Lake City; 
great fresh water lakes, on which you

Official Mandate of New 
Chinese President Very 
Simple. 


Peicin, June 
10.—(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press).—President 
Li 
Yuanhung's official n;iandate announcing 
his assumption of the presidency in suc- 
cession to Yuan Shi-Kai was extremely 
simple and brief. 
It lacked the pomp 
and verbosity so common to the docu- 
ments prepared by students of the Chi- 
nese classics. 
The mandate expressed Li 
Yuan-hung's sorrow at 
the death 
of 
Yuan Shi-Kai, and pleaded for unan- 
imous support of Chinese officials and 
Chinese public in solving the difficulties 
of the Chinese republic. 


The full text of the mandate follows: 
"\''uan-hung has assumed the office of 
president on this the 7th day of the 6th 
month. 
Realizing his lack of virtue, he 
is extremely solicitous lest 
something 
may miscarry. 
His single aim will be 
to adbere strictly to law for the consol- 
idation of the republic, and the mould- 
ing of the country into a really constitu- 
tionally administered country. 
May all 
officials and people act in sympathy with 
this idea and with united soul and energy 
fulfill the part that is lacking in him. 
This is his great hope. 


"The present general situation is ex- 
ceedingly precarious. Having just shoul- 
dered the great burdens of the state i 
need the as.^istance of others In every- 
thing peitaining to administrative meas- 
ures. All civil and militarj^ officials out- 
side of Peking should, therefore, remain 
at their poses and assist in solving the 
present troubles. 
Let no man shirk his 
duties in the slightest degree. 


"The republic was the child of the rev- 
olution of the year of Hsin Hai. 
The 
late great president, who supported the 
republic 
and 
consolidated 
the 
whole 
country, worked diligently day and night 
l;lanning for the country imder great 
embarrassment. 
Heaven has denied him 
longer age, and he has left this world 
after illness. 
The whole country mourn? 
in sorrow at the thought of his exem- 
plary merits. 
I am particularly afflicted 
liv deep sorrow as I succeed him with 
tlie difficulties of our day. 
Respecting 
the funeral and interment, the Kuo Wu 
Yuan shall instruct the oflicials in charge 
of such matters carefully to examine the 
rights and legiilatione both of China and 
foreign countries relating to the subject, 
and draft a suitable program so that the 
sincere wish of the state to give full 
recognition to the merits of the departea 
may thereby be shown."

PAUL AT ATHENS. 


LrBSSON TEXT—Acts 17:l&-34. 
GOLDEN TEXT—In him we live, anfl 
move and have our being.—Acts 17:28. 


. Athens! 
What a name to conjure 
with. 
Athens has always epitomized 
the acme of intellectualism, culture, 
art, and 
esthetic 
accomplishment. 
Driven from Berea and alone, Pául fled 
to the coast and taking ship crossed 
over to the Thessalonlan peniiisula. 
Entering the city—^he beholds its stat- 
uary, meets its philosophers and views 
Its moral degradation and its myriad 
manifestations of heathenism. 
Out- 
wardly cultured, molding the thought 
of the world, yet It passed from its 
pinnacle of power because it knew not 
God. 
Paul saw the pantheism of the 
cultured Stoics and the Epicureans, 
who because of their distant and but 
little concerned 
gods, enjoyed 
the 
pleasure of wealth and ease. 


I. Paul Brought to Trial (vr. 16-21). 
Such sights stirred the spirit of Paul. 
The marvel Is how indifferent we may 
become In the presence of the great 
spiritual poverty of our time. 
His 
spirit stirred within him, when he saw 
the city crowded with idols. As Paul 
followed his custom and began his 
preaching in the synagogue he also 
took advantage of the opportunity to 
do open-air work in the market place. 
Here a small group and there another. 
This he did dally until the teachers 
(v. 18) began to take knowledge of 
his presence in their city. 
Some in 
contempt called him a "babbler," while 
others concluded that he represented 
some new religion, though he set be- 
fore them the same message of salva- 
tion In Jesus Christ which had caused 
such remarkable results 
elsewhere. 
That they might hear him more fully 
and without the Interruption of the 
mart of trade, Paul Is taken to the 
Areopagus, or Mars Hill, where from 
time Immemorial the greatest crim- 
inals had been sentenced and the most 
solemn 
questions 
of 
religion 
set- 
tled. 


II. The Unknown Made Known, ( w . 


22-29). 
Such idle speculation (v. 21) 
was of no value to the Athenians. This 
Paul knew, yet he began his address 
In a most conciliatory manner (v. 22 
R. v.). He would win their favorable 
attention before he called them to re- 
pentance. Keenly observant, Paul had 
seen among the many Inscriptions one 
"to the unknown God," and this one 
whom in ignorance they worshiped, he 
would set forth. 
Many today are in 
blindness, seeking to know God when 
he has already been made manifest (to 
be seen). (John 1:18; John 5:20; John 
14:9; II Cor. 4:6.) It is man's own 
fault if he does not know God (Rom. 
1:20-22, 28; II Cor. 4:4), and no knowl- 
edge is more important (John 17:3), 
Paul's opening words in verse 24 were 
but to seize a well-known object of 
their street decoration and discussions 
and with it to lead on to the great 
truth he yearned to have them compre- 
hend. 
This caught the philosophers 
as well as the idle curious. God is not 
a philosophic conception of the mind. 
He cannot be confined to temples 
made with hands nor does he need the 
services of our hands, seeing he cre- 
ated all things and giveth to all things 
life. Paul's next point was that "He 
hath made of one every nation of 
men." 
As yet how little men really 
believe that truth—witaess the Euro- 
pean conflict and the economic, racial 
and social differences of this land. 
Negro segregation and Asiatic exclu- 
sion are but illustrations of our sepa- 
ration from the teaching of the broth- 
erhood of man. 
But this brotherhood 
it not alone for altruistic service but 
"that they should seek God." 
This 
was his great and glorious purpose In 
creating the nations of the earth, in 
setting the seasons In motion, to min- 
ister to their needs, and in appointing 
the bounds of their habitations; yet 
how far man has departed from that 
ideal (Rom. 1:28). 
It Is of the high- 
est importance that men should seek 
God and he is not difficult to find for 
those who seek him (Jer. 29:13). 


III. 
What the Athenians 
Lacked 
(TV. 30-34). 
Thus far Paul's auditors 
must have followed him keenly, and 
it was the goal toward which 
he 
had been driving so relentlessly. Such 
sublime conceptions, keen logic and 
quotations from their writers won 
their attention. 
He th_en delivered a 
keen thrust at this, the'"pBychologlcal 
foment," by calling upon them to "re- 
pent" 
The Athenians lacked a realiz- 
ing sense of the personality of Obd— 
that man could have personal and in* 
tímate relations with God or that a 
man could or had risen from the 
dead. 


Any candid seeker after truth who 
will examine the evidence will bp cnn* 
vinced of the tvutb that Jesus of 
Nazareth, crucified upon a 
Roman 
cross, rose from the dead. 


These Athenians also lacked the 
ability to accept this fact and to yield 
their lives in obedlenoe to it, and so 
some tried to sneer away tbe truth, 
but tbat^did not alter it. 


Some were amused, and some evi- 
denced a eurlous interest, saying, "We 
will hear this again," but certain men, 
Dionysius and Damaris, 
"believed."

Washington, D. C, July 13.~Hov 


peculiarly blest are the American people 
not only iu that they have been spared 
the horrors of the Krcat war now devas- 
tating most of Europe, but in the won- 
derful resources and unparalleled beau- 
ties of the country itself, is strikingly 
set forth in a communication to the Ka- 
tion Geographic society from its direc- 
tor and editor, Gilbert II.

dens and forests incomparably finer, 
mountains more superb, and hikes more 
radiant tlm riany to be seen in the lands 
across thc Atlantic.

cient culture in Europe. It is also true 
that he finds more splendid architecture. 
\nd likewise it is true that he imds 
there better art; for before America was 
born into the family of nations Europe 
had castles and cathedrals and master- 
pieces of art and sculpture.

. Athens! What a name to conjure I 
•with. Athens has always epitomized ; 
the acme of IntellectualiBm, culture, 
art, and 
esthetic 
accomplishment, j 


Driven from Berea and alone, Paul fled 
to the coast and taking ship crossed 
over to the Thessalonlan peninsula. 
Entering the city—he beholds its stat- 
uary, meets its philosophers and views 
its moral degradation and Its myriad 
manifestations of heathenism. 
Out- j 


wardly cultured, molding the thought I 
of the world, yet It passed from, its j 
pinnacle of power because it knew not i 
God. 
Paul saw the pantheism of the ! 


cultured Stoics and the Epicureans, I 
who because of their distant and but 1 
little concerned gods, enjoyed the 
pleasure of wealth and ease. 


I. Paul Brought to Trial (VT. 16-21). 


Such sights stirred the spirit of Paul. 
The marvel is how indifferent we may 
become !n the presence of the great 
spiritual poverty of our time. His 
spirit stirred wltWn him, when he saw 
the city crowded with idols. As Paul 
followed his custom and began his 
preaching in the synagogue he alio 
took advantage of the opportunity to 
do open-air work in the market place. 
Here a small group and there another. 
This he did daily until the teachers 
(v. 18) began to take knowledge of 
his presence in their city. 
Som» in 


contempt called him a "babbler," while 
others concluded that he represented 
some new religion, though he set be- 
fore them the same message of salva- 
tion In Jesus Christ which had caused 
such remarkable results elsewhere. 
That they might hear him more fully 
and without the Interruption of ths 
mart of trade, Paul is taken to the 
Areopagus, or Mars Hill, where from 
time immemorial the greatest crim- 
inals had been sentenced and the most 
solemn questions of religion set- 
tled. 


H. The Unknown Made Known, (TT 


22-29). Such idle speculation (v. 21) 
was of no-value to the Athenians. This 
Paul knew, yet he began his address 
In a most conciliatory manner (v. 22 
R. V.). He would win their favorable 
attention before he called them to re- 
pentance. Keenly observant, Paul had 
seen among the many inscriptions one 
"to the unknown God," and this one 
whom In ignorance they worshiped, he 
would set forth. 
Many today are in 


blindness, seeking to know God when 
be has already been made manifest (to 
be seen). (John 1:18; John 5:20; John 
14:9; 
II Cor. 4:6.) It is man's own 


fault if he does not know God (Rom. 
1:20-22, 28"; II Cor. 4:4), and no knowl- 
edge is more important (John 17:3), 
Paul's opening words in verse 24 were 
but to seize a well-known object of 
their street decoration and discussions 
and with it to lead on to tie great 
truth he yearned to have them compre- 
hend. This caught the philosophers j 
as well as the idle curious. God is not j 
a philosophic conception of the mind, j 
He cannot he confined to temples 
made with hands nor does he need the 
services of. our hands, seeing he cre- 
ated al\ things and giveth to all things 
life. Paul's next point was that "He 
hath made of one every nation of 
men." Ae yet how little men really 
believe that truth—witness the Euro- 
pean conflict and the economic, racial 
and social differences ot this land. 
Negro segregation and Asiatic exclu- 
sion are but illustrations ot our sepa- 
ration from the teaching of the broth-! 
erhood of man. But this brotherhood 
Is not alone for altruistic service but 
"that they should seek God." This 
was his great and glorious purpose in 
creating the nations of the earth, In 
setting the seasons in motion, to min- 
ister to their needs, and in appointing 
the bounds of their habitations; yet 
how far man has departed from that 
Ideal (Rom. 1:28). 'It is of the high-, 
est importance that men should seek j 
God and he is not difficult to find for j 
those who seek him (Jer. 29:13). • 
• 


III. 
What the 
Athenian* Lacked i 


(TV. 30-34). Thus far Paul's auditors 
must have followed him keenly, and 
It was the goal toward which he 
had been driving so relentlessly. Such 
sublime conceptions, keen logic and 
quotations from their writers won 
their attention. He then delivered a 
keen thrust at this, the "psychological j 
moment," by calling upon them to "re- i 
pent" The Athenians lacked a realiz- j 
ing sense of the personality of God— 
that man could have personal and In- 
timate relations with God or that a 
man could or had risen from the 
dead. 


Any candid seeker after truth who 


will examine the evidence will be con- 
vinced of the truth that Jeans ot: 
Nazareth, crucified upon a Roman 
cross, rose from the dead. 


These Athenians also lacked the 


ability to accept this fact and to yield 
their lives in obedience to it, and so 
some tried to sneer away the truth, 
but that did not alter it 


Some were amused, and some evi- 


denced e. curious interest, saying, "We 
•will hear this again," but certain men. 
Dlonyslus 'and Damaris, "believed.''. 
Such has ever been the manner of tfcs 
reception of glad t'.diags.
